By-law No. 1095 


A by-law to provide for the raising 
“of the sum of $50,000.00 to be 
paid to the City Hospital by way 
of a bonus, 


WHEREAS the City Hospital has 
made application to the Municipal 
Council of the City of Edmonton 
fora grant of $50,000.00 for the 
purpose of aiding in the construc- 
tion of a building for Hospital pur- 
poses and the council deem it exped- 
ient to make the said grant upon 
the following conditions (and ot- 
hers, to be agreed upon between the 
City and the Directors of the Hos- 
pital, namely that the control of the 


Hospital shall be vested in a Board | 


of Directors to be elected by the 
ratepayers ina manner similar to 
that in which Aldermen are elected 
and that pending the passing of 
legislation authorizing this proced- 
ure the control be vested in the now 
existing Board of Directors co-ope- 
rating with a committee of three 
persons to be appointed by the Mun- 
icipal Council, 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that the said sum of $50,000.00 
should be borrowed for the purpose 
aforesaid by means of the issue of 
debentures of the City for an 
amount not exceeding that sum and 
that the said sum should be payable 
during the period of 40 years from 
the date of the debentures to be is- 
sued therefor and should bear inter- 
est at arate not exceeding five per 
cent, pet annum, and should be re- 
payable in such manner that each 
instalment of principal and interest 
shall be as nearly as possible equal 
in each year of the said period of 
forty years. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the whole rateable property in the 
City according to the last revised 
Assessment Roll is $17,046,798, 

AND WHEREAS the total amount 
of the existing debenture debt of 
the City exclusive of local improve- 
ment debts secured by special asses- 
sment is $1,118,624.59, of which no 
part is in arrear. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that this by-law should take effect 
on the day of the final passing there- 


of, 

NOW THEREFORE the Munici- 
pal Council of the City of Edmonton 
duly assembled, enacts as follows:— 

1. The Mayor and Secretary- 
Treasurer of the City of Edmonton 
are hereby authorized and empower- 
ed to borrow for the purposes afore- 
said in the name and on behalf of 
the city asum or sums not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate sum of $50,000. 
00, and to issue one or more deben- 
tures of the city for such sum or 
sums so borrowed. 

2. The said indebtedness shall be 
yaid and the said debentures shall 
be made pevenic during a pores of 
40 years from the date of the issue 
of such debenture or debentures and 
shall bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five per cent per annum and 
shall be repayable in such manner 
that each instalment of principal 
and interest shall be as nearly as 
possible equal in each year of the 
said period of 40 years. 

3. This by-law shall take 
on the final passing thereof. 

4. The votes of the burgesses 
for and against this Oey shall be 
taken at the council chamber in the 
city hall in the city of Edmonton on 
Monday the 8rd day of June, 1907, 
between 9 a,.m. and 5 p.m.

OBJECTS OF THE A, F. A. 


(extract from the constitution of 
the Alberta I’armers’ Association.) 

This Association is not a_ political 

organisation nor does it purpose en- 
dorsing the policy of any political 
party nor the candidature of any 
politician and the object of the As- 
sociation shall be— 

(1) To forward the interests of 
the producers of grain and live 
stock in every honorable and 
legitimate way. 

(2) To hold meetings for the dis- 
cussion of subjects pertaining 
to the production of grain and 
live stock, and the best means 
of marketing the same. 


(3), To encourage the production 
of superior varieties of. grain, 
and the breeding and rearing of 
improved stock.

Sent out by Mr. W. FI. Stevens, 

secretary of the A.F.A,; 

The general policy of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Association is to unite the 
farmers of Alberta in order that 
they may act in union along the fol- 
lowing lines: 

Ist. In demanding the repeal of 
laws unfavorable to the farmers. 

2nd. In preventing the enact- 
ment of legislation detrimental to 
their interests 

3rd. In insisting on legislation 
necessary to protect and promote 
their interests whether this pertain 
to transportation, marketing, im- 
provement and protection of roads, 
insuring greater safety to travellers

As an illustration of the above we 
might mention that we are now 
operating with the farmers’ organi- 
zations of Ontario, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan to prevent a rise” in 
the rates for transporting grain east 
of Fort William. 

We are also in receipt of a request 
from the Fruit Growers’ Association 
of Ontario to co-operate with them 
to remedy the one-sided condition 
which exists in the ordering, load- 
ing and unloading of cars. Under 
present conditions when a shipper 
orders a car he may have to wait 20 
and even 30 days before he secures 
it. But once the car is spotted for 
him he is obliged to pay i te re 
if not loaded within 24 hours, The 
shipper has no redress for his loss 
growing out of the delay in secur- 
ing acar nor for any delays in tran- 
sit, but’ the company collects at 
every opportunity, This condition 
is complained of by the fruit 
growers of Ontario, hy the grain 
growers of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan and by the live stock growers 
of Alberta and it is the purpose of 
this association to cooperate with all 
in an endeavor to remedy this in- 
justice, 

The specifie work upon which we 
are now engaged is that of improv- 
ing the market for live hogs and 
beef cattle. At present over half a 
million dollars worth of hams, ba- 
con and lard is imported from the 
United States into Alberta annually, 
while live hogs have been bringing 
from 1-4 to 3-4 per Jb less in the 
packers’ yards in Alberta than’ in 
Chicago. 

About an equal amount of canned 
beef is imported into Alberta from 
Ontario and the United States
